1. This is a national stage application of PCT/US03/24272. Claims 1-32, 43, 44 and 46 are 
pending in the instant application. Claims 33-42 and 45 were cancelled by preliminary 
amendment filed on April 26, 2006.

V. Group V, claim(s) 30-32 drawn to the process of making products of Group II. 
Further election of a single compound is required. 

VI. Group VI, claim(s) 30-32 drawn to the process of making products of Group III. 
Further election of a single compound is required. Further restriction may apply. 

VII. Group VII, claim(s) 24-29 drawn to the process of using products of Group I. 
Further election of a single compound is required. 
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VIII. Group VIII, claim(s) 24-29 drawn to the process of using products of Group II. 
Further election of a single compound is required. 

IX. Group IX, claim(s) 24-29 drawn to the process of using products of Group III. 
Further election of a single compound is required. Further restriction may apply. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups I-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons.
